Going back to the very beginning, 


u tariff was supposed to be a tax fixed, 
blv imported g6ods m order lo raise 
revenue for the government. 


But that was in theory only. 
All industrial nntions use the tariff, 


not for revenue purposes, but to en- 
courage domestic manufacture. The 
tariff tax is placed so high that for- 
eign manufacttirs are 
prohibited— 


giving home industry a clear field. 


The tariff, therefore, "controls" pro- 


duction by increasing it. 


The processing tax "controls" farm 


production by decreasing it. This has 
to be, for we normally produce more 
farm products than can be sold within 
our nation; and since industrial tariffs 
have destroyed our trade with foreign 
nations we must maintain farm pros- 
perity by raising less produce but sell- 
ing it at a higher price to our own in- 
dustrial America. 


This complex situation exists be- 


cause America is the only nation in 
history where ;m industrial and agri- 
cultural society have existed side by 
side.

Report Shows 


Friday, August 9, marks the second 


anniversary of the establishment of 
the Farm Credit Administration of 
St. Louis, the first of the 12 district 
organizations to be set up under the 
provisions of the Emergency Farm 
Mortgage Act, the Farm Credit Act 
of 1933 aUd President Roosevelt's Ex- 
ecutive 6rder consolidating all Fed- 
eral Farm Credit agencies. 


On that date, the Production Credit 


Corporation and the Bank for Coop- 
erative were chartered. Together with 
the Federal Land Bank and the Fed- 
eral Intermediate Credit Bank, which 
had been in operation 
for 
several 


years, these two new agencies formed 
the operating units of the FCA of St. 
Louis which serves farmers in Illi- 
nois Missouri and Arkansas. 


In discussing the activities of these 


institutions, F. W. Niemeycr, general 
egent, said, "Since August 9th, 1933, 
the four organizations 
have 
made 


loan;: to fanners amounting to $191,- 
100,000. While that sum represents a 
lot of money, the real benefits accru- 
ing from the loaning activities can- 
not be measured in dollars and cents.
